pot only tend to reduce the cost of govern- 
ment but have produced greater efficiency. 

When the president submits to congress 
next December his estimates for the expenses 
of the different services during the fiscal! 
year of 1912-'18, it is fully expected he. will 
report the saving of millions of dollars, and 
for this the economy commission will be 
largely responsible. 

As an example of what the commission is 
doing, attention is called to the one question 
of accounts. It is estimated by those closely 
in touch with the accounting work of the 
government that it costs in time of employés 
more than $1,000,000 annually, on the aver- 
age, to give to congress information ca..ed 
for by that body. A large item of expense 
also is the preparation of current analyses 
for the information of the chiefs of depart- 


ments. 


System Lacking in Accounting. 

Moreover, the commission has found the 
cost of governmental accounting and re- 
porting is excessive because of the lack of 
gttention given to methods of recording the 
{acts of business. | 

Generally speaking, records kept have not 
proceeded from a well considered plan. Each 
gervice has been left to its own devices. In 
consequence, there are almost as many sys- 
tems as there are offices, while the informa- 
tion developed in one branch, department, 
or division of the service bears little or no 
relation to that developed in another. 

Even in subdivisions of the same bureau 
the samme term may have a different signifi- 
cance. Throughout the service, the commis- 
gion says, there is a “‘ confusion of tongues,” 
which makes intelligent supervision and ef- 
fective control difficult, if not impossible. 

The aim of the commission has been to 
guggest not only a common method of con- 
trolling accounts which shal! be equally use- 
ful to each branch of the service for stat- 
ing results in summary form, but also a 
means whereby the present cost of keeping 
accounts and making reporta may be ma- 
terially reduced. ‘

BATHERS LISTEN 


The Rev. J.8. Ainslie Preaches 
While Autoists and Swim- 
mers Join in Hymns. 


DRINK “POP” AND SMOKE. 


From the front steps of the North Shore 
Congregational church, Sheridan road and 
Wilson avenue, the Rev. James 8. Ainslie 
last night preached to probably the oddest 
congregation ever assembled in Chicago. 

Scores of night bathers on their way to 
the beach or just out of the water haked in 
front of the church and HMstened to the ser- 
mon and the singing. It was a shirt waisted 
and straw hatted throng, many of the men 
smoking cigars and cigarets while the min- 
ister preached. 

Hundreds of automobiles passed by while 
the religious\services were in full swing, and 
many turned to the curb and Interrupted 
their evening /spin by listening to the sermon. 

The strollers and automobilists joined in 
the singing of old hymns which many of 
them probably had neither heard nor sung 


in many years. 
Stand All Through Service. 

The sermon was short and the singing loud 
and hearty, which seemed to indicate that 
the service was a success. The whole con- 
gregation remained standing during the serv- 
ices. Some of the men removed their hats, 
but not their cigars or cigarets. The women 
ucre mostly bareheaded and bare armed. 
A number of bathers who were on their way 
to the elevated station munched popcorn 
and drank pop while the minister spoke. 

The minister wore a long black frock, but 
he called attention to the fact that he: did 
not have a vest. While talking, a bit of 
rain fell, but it did not scare the congrega- 
tion. 

Mr. Ainslie preached on the text: “I have 
come to you that you might have life and 
might have it abundantly.” He called at- 
tention to the fact that Christianity was 
not a straitjacket and that no man who 
belonged to a church and lived a Christian 
life had to be tethered to keep in restraint. 


Points to “Good Time.” 

“Religion is rather a freedom,’ he said. 
“Tt is the life of God recognized in the soul 
of man. There are a great many men and 
women now-a-days who think they cannot 
have a good time and be Christians. The 
great trouble with people of this country and 
age is that they don’t know what @ good 
time is. There are poor, well dressed and 
prosperous women by the hundreds in this 
city who imagine they are having a good 
time attending to their social affairs. What 
ethey are really doing is burning up their lives 
go that they are old at 40.

SERMON ON STEPS: 


267 HORSES BURN 


IN FLAMES WHICH 
IMPERIL FIREMEN 


Falling Walls Reveal Nelghing 
Animals In Agonies of 
Death by Fire. 


MAN AND WIFE RESCUED 


Dixon Transfer Stables in Ruins; 
Fuur Beasts Perish in Reebie 
Warehouses. 


PIPEMEN HURT BY FALLING FLOOR 


Two spectacular “411” fires, one of 
which was discovered while the last flames 
of the other were being subdued, cost the 
lives of 267 horses yesterday. 

The first fre, on the south side, razed the 
four stery brick barn of the Arthur Dixon 
Transfer company at 1333-1339 South State 
street. It paralyzed traffic on the south side 
elevated and State street surface lines, and 
kept the department busy for nearly tex 
hours. Here 268 horses were made a living 
sacrifice to the flames before the eyes of an 
immense early morning throng. 

Four horses were incinerated tn the sec- 
ond blaze, which attacked the north side 
warehouse of W. C. Reebie and Brother, 
2521-2588 Sheffield avenue, in the afternoon. 
Trains on the Northwestern elevated were 
delayed and street cars tied up. 


Firemen Escape Death. 

What might have been a horrible parallel 
of the stockyards fire, in which the late fire 
marshal, James Horan, and more than a 
score of his men lost their lives, was narrow- 
ly averted at the Dixon fire. Chief Seyfer- 
lich, successor to Horan, and about a score 
of men were directly beneath a wall when 
it gave way. Most of the men were struck 
by bits of brick, but all escaped death. 

Last evening @ number of firemen were in- 
jured by a belated falling of @ floor. 

Over a half million dollars was burnt up 
in the Dixon fire, which started early in the 
morning and provided a dozen thrilling 
scenes before it gave way under the torrent 
of water poured into the collapsed build- 
ing. 

There were 835 horses In the building when 
the fire was discovered, and of these it was 
possible to save only seventy-two. So quick- 
ly did the flames gain headway that they 
were beyond control when Truck Co. No.3 
arrived. Forty-two minutes later the fames 
were shooting high over the roof of the build- 
ing and threatening neighboring structures. 
A “4-11” alarm then was turned in. Im- 
mediately elevated road traffic was sus- 


pended indefinitely. 


Fight Way in Flames to Rescue. 

WilHam Nichols, assistant superintendent 
for the transfer company, and his wife were 
asleep on the third floor of the building. 
Benjamin Hefferin and Joseph Budovic, 
“bunkies "’ together in the Truck 1 house, 
side by side fought their way through blaz- 
ing halls and up tottering staircases to the 
rescue. Both were burned and bruised, but 
they saved the lives of Mr. and Mrs. Nichols, 
David Barret, driver for Truck Co. 31, was 
burned on the arms, and was sent, with 
Hefferin and Budovic, to St. Luke’s hospital. 
After the only human occupants of the 
building had been carried to safety there be- 
gan a desperate battle to save the horses. 
Robert Stepy a teamster, who had been 
sleeping in an alley near the barn, stumbled 
through the firet floor of the building. A 
few minutes later he emerged in a cloud of 
smoke and sparks, leading ten horses. Sixty- 
two other horsep were saved by firemen. 


Wall Imperils Fire Marshal and Men. 

The flames ate at tne wall supports, and be- 
fore long the four story sides of the structure 
began to bucklet Unmindful of the danger 
Chief Seyferlich and a. score of his men 
were standing directly beneath the west wall 

Suddenly the wall collapsed. A shower of 
bricks and sparks enveloped Seyferlich and 
the fremen nearest him, hiding them from the 
crowd of spectators that thronged the sur- 
rounding thoroughfares. A groan went up 
from onlookers and firemen alike. The 
wall had come down with such force that 
bits of brick were scattered over a radius of 
100 feet. It seemed impossible that any 
of those with the marsha! had escaped. 

The throng surged forward, battling with 
the police to approach nearer the scene of 
the supposed disaster. Just then a fireman, 
unscathed, became visible as the smoke pall 
rose. An instant later the forms of his 
companions behind him were discernible. A 
hasty roll call accounted forall. None was 
injured seriously enough to be forced to 
abandon the fight. 


Horses Seen in Flames. 

The falling of the wali, which carried ad- 
joining uprights with it, bared the Interior 
of the building to the eyes of the great 
crowd in the street. 

Horses, stabled on the various floors, were 
rushing wildly about in the fames. Above 
the roar of the falling tons of water the 
rattle of the engines, and the hoarse com- 
mands of fire company leaders resounded 
a steady pounding of hoofs as the pain 
crased, neighing animals circied through 
their burning prison. 

The attention of the crowd was riveted on 
a niche to the right of a clock on the second 
floor of the barn. 

A horse had fallen, evidently from one 
of the upper floors, and was imprisoned in 
a epace barely large enough for him to turn 
around. % 

He wag still held fam by his st&!ll halter. 
A falling ceiling delayed the fiarnes from 
reaching the animal. 

Gray patches appeared as first hair thep 
skin singed off. The horee, trembling but 
mute, seemed to survey the crowd hopefully.

SOLDIER KILLED 
BY SPEEDING AUTO 


Car of Clayton Mark Hurls Ft. 
Sheridan Man Into Air 
and Hits Him Again 
as He Alights.. 


THREE OTHERS INJURED. 


Young Woman’s Skull Fractured, 
Aged Man Run’ Down, and 
Mounted Policeman Thrown 

Off His Horse.

Speed lust of motorists cost the life of a 
soldier and imperiled a young woman, an old 
man, and a policeman in the twenty-four 
hours past, 

The soldier—James Gurney, a private in 
company C, Twenty-seventh United States 
Infantry—was killed near the guardhouse 
station of the Chicago and Milwaukee elec- 
tric line. The automobdfle that struck him 
is owned by Clayton Mark of Lake Forest, 
former president of the board of education 
and president of a Mayfair foundry. 

Gurney, with about thirty-five other sol- 
diers, had been to Waukegan to spend the 
evening. They had alighted from the elec- 
tric car and were hurryjng down the steps 
to the road. Gurney, at the rear of the 
party, wee about half way across the road 
when the automobile struck hjm, hurled him 
in the air, and hit him again as he came 
down. He died instantly. He was 27 years 
old, from, Camden, N. J., and Bed beer’ in 
the service only a few months. 


Mr. Mark Tells of Accident. 

The soldiers assert that the car was travel- 
ing between forty and fifty miles an hour, 
although Mr. Mark denies it. The car first 
hurled Gurney up and in front of it. Drop- 
ping to the ground, he was again caught by 
the car and dragged a hundred feet. The 
fact that it took the driver such a distance in 
which to stop the car convinces the investi- 
gating officers at Fort Sheridan that the ma- 
chine was going at a terrific rate of speed. 

“Surely we coulén’t have been moving 
more than ten miles an hour,” Mr. Mark said 
last night. “ We had been to the Thomas or- 
chestra concerts at Ravinia park and were 
on our way home. We were going along 
about twenty miles an hour, across fine 
stretches of road, when we approached the 
station where the accident happened. A 
number of the soldiers had crossed the road 
and a few seemed to be hanging back to wait 
until we had passed. I tolé the driver to put 
on @ little more speed. Just as we came upto 
the party Gurney dashed out in front, was 
struck ‘and qaught by the machine and 
dragged.” 

Girl’s Skull Fractured. 

The young woman who may give her life 
because of speed mania was Mrs. Bessie 
Sudarsky, 22 years old, of 908 Loomis street. 
Mra. Sudarsky started to cross West Dit- 
vision street near Washtenaw avenue yes- 
terday afternoon when a fast moving auto- 
mobile driven by Edward J. Consoer, a trav- 
eling salesman, struck her, throwing her 
about fifty feet, probably fracturing her 
skull and inflicting other injuries. 

Consoer stopped his machine and sum- 
moned Dr. Gustav Weber, 2440 West Division 
street, who ordered the young woman re- 
moved to the Norwegian Lutheran hospital, 
11388 North Leavitt street. Consoer told the 
police his brakes refused to work. 

John R. Starbuch, 18 year old chauffeur 
of Dr. Emilio Tobia, 923 South Halsted 
street, ran over Thomas Nolan, 60 years 
old, 4010 Wabash avenue, near Fortieth and 
Nolan was taken 
to Provident hospital, where it was deter- 
mined that his left leg was fractured, but 
that he was not otherwise hurt. He will re- 
cover. : 

Mounted Policeman Run Down. 

While Mounted Policeman William Rob- 
ertson of the Evanston force was signaling 
one speecing motorist to slow down las‘ 
night another machine struck his horse, 
hurling the officer against a fence, where he 
sustained a sprained hip and a badly injured 
arm. 

The first car did not stop. The chauffeur of 
the car that struck the officer's horse backed 
up to Robertson and helped him remount. 

“ Now, come with me/to the station,” the 
policeman commanded | 

But the motorist opened the throttle and 
sped away. The number of the car was 1539

Desire to Read Chicago Paper 
Leads to Man’s Arrest 
in Toledo. 


THEN VOWS NOT TO BUY IT 


News Stands Finds Him Ask- 
, Ing for Favorite Journal, 


Albert E. Harrison, an alleged forger, was 
located and arrested for the second time in 
Cleveland, O., Saturday night because he 
could not resist his desire to buy Tus Tais- 
UNE every day. Pinkerton men who were 
seeking him on the charge of forging a check 
for $387.50 on the People’s bank of Chicago 
trailed him through several cities by his 
visits to news stands where THw TRIBUNE 
is sold. 

When Harrison left Chicago, a month ago, 
Assistant Superintendent Webster of the 
Chicago office of Pinkerton’s National De- 
tective agency took charge of a search for 
him. He found not a@ single clew to the 
whereabouts of the missing man, his in- 
vestigation led him to learn the habits of his 
quarry. 
Harrison hed itved at three addresses in 
Chicago, 1627 Lincoln avenue, 826 Center 
street, and 645 Dearborn avenue. At each of 
these places Detective Webster was told that 
Harrison always read Tums Taisuns. With 
only this clew and a description of the al- 
leged forger,’ Webster sought the aid of the 
other offices of Pinkertons, and inquiries 
were made in many cities of newsdéealera, 


Keep Watch at Newsstands. 

A clew was finally found in Toledo and «e 
watch kept at the news stands until Harri- 
50m appeared to buy a paper. He was ar- 
rested and admitted his identity. 
“ How did you know I'é show up there?’ 
he asked. 
When told, he asserted: “ Never again for 
me. Here ig where I stop reading Tus 
Trizsvunz.” Then he requested the police- 
man to permit him to go to his room to get 
some papers and notify his wife and child. 
Inside of the house he turned to the police- 
man and said: 
“Wait a moment until I change my 
clothes.” The policeman waited, and, in 
the meantime, Harrison jumped out of a 
third story widow and escaped. The To- 
ledo police force joined in the search, but 
al] race of him was lost. Then they noti- 
fied Webster that the man had been ar- 
rested and had escaped. 
“Keep watching the news stands where 
THE TRIBUN®D is sold,” Webster wired back. 


Could Not Stop Buying “Tribune.” 
“He says intends to stop buying Tue 
TRIBUNE,” was the answer that Webster re- 
ceived.

Saturday morning a man in Cleveland hearé 
the description and said he was sure that 
Harrison was one of his customers, 
Three Pinkertons and a Cleveland police- 
man were stationed at the stand. They 
waited until a man answering the descrip- 
tion. of Hartison approached Laying down 
the necessary money he said: “Give mea 
Chicago TRIBUNE.” 


Detectives Sent for Him. 
Less than a minute later, as the hand- 
cuffs were slipped on him, Harrison said: 
“Well, that’s the second time, now. I 
guess I'll go back to Chicago, anyway, and 
if they send me to jail I will have to see 
that THE TRIBUN® is sent to me every day.” 
Two men from the detective bureau left 
Chicago yesterday to bring Harrison back. 
It is not believed that he will fight extra- 
dition. ~

Phone Company and Long Ab- 
sent Employes Receive Elec- 
tion Commission’s Cash, 


FUNDS NEAR EXHAUSTION 


Accounts Probably Will Be Over- 
drawn by End of Cur- 
rent Year. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 
{Late Deputy Commissioner of Public Works.) 
The extra salary account of the election 


commissioners is not the only one which will 
Probably be overdrawn at the end of the 
year. 

The appropriation item of $15,000 labeled 
“services, benefits, and refunds,’ is in a 
crippled condition. 

Already $11,273.03 has been vouchered 
@gainst this account, and there are liabilities 
Outstanding which will increase this ex-~- 
penditure by approximately $2,000. 

Some larger outstanding debts are for serv- 
ices of experts who examined the voting 
machines and for storage charges on booths 
and ballot boxes. 

Unjust Phone Bill Paid? 

Gilancing over the larger items which make 
@p the $11,273 expended showstwo payments 


to the Chicago Telephone company for phone | 


service. One is for $1848.78 and the other for 
6123. Why these bills were paid could not 
be remembered by the commissioners. Em- 
ployés of the board said they had received 
legal opinions aeserting that the board was 
Bable. The board should receive free phone 
service. It is so provided in the franchise 
of the telephone company. 

It is asserted that the service was rendered 
while the board offices were located in the 
Rand-McNally building. Th&t does not 
make any di®erence so far aa the franchise 
of the company is concernea. The election 
commissioners were housed in the old city 
ball and were considered to have had an 
Office in the building. 

The city of Chicago provides free rent to 
the board and supplies gratis ali office equip- 
ment. 

Temporary “City Hall” Covered. 

The franchise of the company expressly 
provides for free phone service during the 
period of constructing the new city hall. 

There are two bills for automobile hire, one 
for $102 and the other for $126, in the ex- 
penditures of this account. It was ex- 
plained that the autos were used during the 
mayoralty primary and election, This is 


“more than bas been spent on like occasions 


heretofore. 

There is a feature of the pay roll expense 
which violates the gpuctice of most city offi- 
ces. Philip F. Steiner was employed ae an 
$1,800 clerk soon after the present adminis- 
tration began. His political backer is said 
to be Sheriff Zimmer. Within a short time, 
said to be less than a month, the cierk be- 
came ill and has not been able to work s:nce. 
He has been carried on the pay roli, how- 
ever, up to the present. Commissioners 
Kellermann and Taylor voted each time 


“ for the approval and Commissioner Czar- 


~ 


Mecki against the scheme It is the custom 
fn city offices to allow yearly a fifteen days’ 
sick leave, and a vacation of the same period 
with pay. 

Pay Roll Also Swollen. 

The present board inaugurated the plan 
of extra pay for regular employés; and on 
an average has hired twice as many extra 
employés as did the board in 1910. 

Of the total appropriation by the city 
amounting to $441,955, there has been spent 
$238,161.92. Whether the expense bears the 
right ratio to the appropriation can not be 
ascertained without a large amount cf fie- 
uring. Commissioners and emplosés of the 
board have declined to estimate how much 
of the year’s work has been. done. 

There remains $50,933 in the salary account 
for regular employés and it is reasonably 
certain all will remain on the pay roil to 
the end of the year. Only a guess can 
be made of what will be spent for otier 
purposes. 

‘The total expense to the city in 1910 of the 
election board was $408,548.03. 

In addition to the city appropriation the 
Sournty has set aside $18,500 for salaries of 
commissioners, the chief clerk, and his as- 
sistant, together with $22,500 “for judges 
and clerks of election, printing ballots, etc.”’

Actress Will Not Ask Alimony in 
Divorce Suit in New York. 


Los Angeles, Cal., July &—{Special.]—Miss 
tEthel Barrymore is awaiting word from 
Charles Frohman, whose star she is, before 
making a statement regarding her action 
for divorce from Russell Griswold Colt, to 
whom she was married at Hyde Park, Mass., 
in 1908. 

Miss Barrymore cannot be interviewed 
owing to a olause in her contract with 
Frohman. In his arrangements with every 
star, Frohman insistg that the featured per- 
s0n shal! not submit to an interview except 
for Sunday matter, which he regards wholly 
in the light of press agent work. 

Accordingly, should Miss Barrymore ex- 
Plain her course without the permission of 
the theatrical magnate, it would amount to 
a@ violation of her contract, and she does not 
think she can afford that at present. 


Saving Money for Child. 

Frankly, Miss Barrymore considers that 
she needs money. Wer contract calle for 
$500 per week and 10 per cent of the net re- 
ceipts. It covers another year or two, curing 
which she is scheduled to appear in several 
new plays. In this time she expects to be 
able to bank a large amount, which is to be 
for the benefit of her child, Samuel, named 
after his grandfather, Col. Samuel Pomeroy 
Colt, formerly head of the rubber trust and 
recently candidate for United States senator 
from Rhode Island. 

Miss Barrymore wishes to purchase a coun- 
try estate in the 19 months old baby’s name, 
and to provide enough money to insure his 
proper upbringing should anything happen 
to her, a matter of which she i« in great fear. 

Her anxiety to save money for the little 
one is prompted by the fact that her husband 
has never contributed to the baby’s support, 
and has shown no disposition to do so. 


Husband Has Only Income, 

He himself is without means. He receives 
an income of $800 per month from a fund 
settled upon his mother when she and Col. 
Colt were divorced. This fund is at her com- 
mand.

Banker Believes Thrift Should 
Be Taught to School 
Children. 


Boston, Mass., July 9.—[Specia}.]—A doctor 
of poverty has come to Boston to remedy 
financial ills by showing the poor man how 
he can borrow from other poor men. 

He also will teach mechanics end all 
salaried workers how they can band together 
into ‘‘ bill paying clubs,” pay their trades- 
men and without hardship change from living 
on a credit basis to Hving on a cash payment 
plan. 

This doctor of poverty, who places thrift as 
the reot of human happinese, is Alphonse 
des Jardines of Levis, Quebec, who founded 
the People’s bank system of Canada, and who 
comes here at the Invitation of the common- 
wealth and with the approval of Gov. Foss 
to explain to Bay state workingmen his 
credit union syetem, and incidentally to wit- 
ness the starting of a numberof these unions 
In Boston and other Bay state cities. 


Gentle*Dig at the Women. 

The importance of these credit unions to 
wemen as well as to men is dealt upon by 
M. des Jardines, who makes the intevesting 
point that experience in Canada has shown 
that it is not wise to lan to a man whose 
wife is “ boss,’’ unless the wife is pledged 
to see that the payments will be made as 
agreed. 

Although M. des Jardines is chivalrous 
enough to say that women make good mem- 
bers of these bill paying clubs, he still notes 
cases where wives, he says, inspire their 
husbands to negotiate loans for frivolous 
purposes, such as expensive gowns, excur- 
sions, and similar luxuries. 


Children Should Be Taught. 
‘More than this, the doctor of poverty 
thinks thrift should be taught to young 
children in the public schools, and he has 
done his share to put his idea into practice 
by founding school children’s banks in Ca- 
nadian towns where his credit union idea 
has been adopted. 

It is a lack of education in thrift, he holds, 
that is the cause of poverty in later years. 
The average man, says M. des Jardines, 
makes about enough to live on, and if he ex- 
pects to have anything laid by for use in 
later life he must be taught thrift.

FOUGHT IN THE BOER WAR. 


Claims to Have Been Noted Chorister 
in England. 


His identity spas under the name of 
** James Dunbar,’ a young Englishman, who 
claims to be a graduate of Oxford, is a pris- 
oner at the Harrison street station. He 
was arrested Saturday on complaint of the 
management of the New Victoria hotel, the 
charge being attempt to defraud. 

He left the Victoria owing a bill of $9. 
When arrested at the Wellington he owed a 
bill there of 88. He had $2 and a watch, 
which he says he gave the Wellington man- 
ager in payment of the bill incurred there. 

‘I will not dismrace my people at home 
| by revealing my identity,’’ said Dunbar in 
bis cell last night... ‘‘ For three years I was 
@ leading chorister of England. From the 
age of 13 until I wae 16 I sang at al! the big 
chorister meetings and was awarded the 
first prige,.which I retained during the three 
years I speak of. My voice was a high 
soprano. I have sung at Westminster ab- 
bey when the royal family was present. 


Gaye He Served in Boer War. 
“My father hag held a government post- 
tion twenty-eight years. I will not tell who 
he is or where he lives. Our name is one of 
the oldest and best in England. 

“At the time of the Boer war I went to 
Gouth Africa as a lieutenant in the Worces- 
ter Yeomanry. I was with Lord Roberts’ 
‘Tittle! Bobs’ at the surrender of Gen. 
Cronje. One of my brothers, who was a 
captain under Baden-Powell, was killed at 
Mafeking. 

“Tt was in South Africa two and a half 
years, and when I returned to England I 
was stricken ill with tuberculosis of the 
ear. My fathér took me to the leading spe- 
clalists and I underwent an operation. | 
traveled all over Europe in search of health, 
but did not find it. 

“ After a few years I returned to South 
Africa and arrived in America two months 
ago from Cape Town. 

“T receive a quarterly remittance from 
home which is sufficient to keep me, if I were 
not foolish with my money. 

“ My idea in coming to America was to try 
the climate of California. I became fasci- 
nated with a young woman in New York 
and bought a watch, interiding to make here 
present of it. However, I changed my mind, 
and now the landlor@ of the Wellington hotel 
has the watch. That's a jolly good joke, 
isn’t it? 

Expects His Remittance. 

“T had no intention of beating the Victoria 
hotel, but I was out of funds and what could 
I do? My remittance will be here shortly 
and then I will be able to straighten up these

MOROCCAN CRISIS 


Ambassador Cambon and Ger- 
man Minister Confer in 
Kaiser’s Capital. 


EAGER TO END DISQUIET. 


Foreign Office Issues Statement 
There Is No Cause for 
Uneasiness. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

BERLIN, July 9.—The first Franco-German 
conference on the Moroccan situation was 
held today when Ambassador Jules Cambon 
visited Herr von Kindérlin-Weechter, the 
German minister of foreign affairs. 

Germany apparently is anxious to calm the 
uneasiness felt over the situation. 

The foreign office has issued a semi-official 
note to the effect that the viet showeda mu- 
tual recognition and that there was not the 
least cause for disquietude, as both countries 
desire an amicable understanding. ° 

The German cruiser Vineta has been 
ordered to Moroccan waters. 


French Oalm in Face of Crisia 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

PARIS, July 9.—“ Keep calm ” has been the 
Phrase of the week. The papers every day 
impressed their readers with the necessity 
of retaining their coolness. 

While it is certain that except for the 
bourse nobody seems to have lost this quality 
in the face of Germany’s unexpected move, 
the result is not due entirely to France's con- 
viction that she holds a winning hand in the 
diplomatic game the powers now are playing 
but in a great degree to the absolute indiffer- 
ence of the country, which is not taking any 
interest in foreign affairs. 

Every one is confident that war over Moroco- 
co is unthinkable. The newspapers are mak- 
ing strong efforts to convince the country its 
friend England has done and said everything 
necessary to show that the understanding 
between the two governments is of living 
force. 


England Guided by Own Interests. 

England in reality has done nothing so far 
as France is concerned. Her action was 
ruled entirely by the possibility of seeing 
Germany installed on the Atlantic coast of 
Morocco. She refused to make the demon- 
stration which appealed greatly to France, 
of sending a warship in company with a 
similar French vessel to Mogador or Agadir. 

Jean Jaures, the French Socialist leader, 
writing in the Berlin Vorwaerts, pays a 
tribute to Theophile Delcasse, the minister 
of marine. He says he learns from a gand 
source that M. Delcasse has been against 
a forward policy in Morocco. He also vig- 
orously opposed the sending of French war- 
ships to the coast. 


British Criticise France’s Action, 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, July 9.—It is admitted officially 
here that France’s expedition to Fes was 
not justified although the government prob- 
ably acted in good faith, believing its citi- 
zens in Fez were in danger. 

But the mniistry was misied and egged on 
by a powerful set working quietly for the 
occupation of Morocco on lines similar to 
the occupation of Egypt by England. M. 
Regnault, the French minister in Morocco, 
is a member of that party. Spain fol- 
lowed suit at La Rache. Then what re- 
mained of the Algeciras treaty Germany 
proceeded to tear up. 

If Morocco is about to be divided she [Ger- 
many] will be on the spot for her portion, 
it is deciared. And being on the spot she 
will not depart without a price being paid 
either in Morocco or elsewhere. Whatever 
happens, Germany’s action will be for the 
profit of her government, 
not obtain a substantial reward it will re- 
inforce the supporters of a strong naval 
policy and furnish a patriotic election cry 
against the Socialists at the coming elections 


in October. 


EIGHT KILLED, 15 WOUNDED, 
IN MEXICAN POLITICAL RIOT. 


| Stores Attacked by Mobs and Owners 
Fire Into Crowd to Prevent Their 


Capture. 


Oaxaca, Mexico, July 9.—Eight men were 
killed and more than fifteen wounded dur- 
ing a political riot in Octolan last pight. 
Partisans of Benito Jaurez inaugurated the 
riot with an attack upon the mercantile 
establishment of Di@: Brothers, relatives of 
Gen. Felix Diaz, the opposition candidate. 

Armed resistance by occupants of the 
store increased the fury of the mob, which 
ran through the principal streets, break- 
ing windows of residences and business 
houses. 

The partisans of Diaz rallied and formed 
a counter mob. Owners of stores posted 
themselves on top of their buildings and 
shot into the attacking mob. The fighting 
continued most of the night.

Case of Dearborn _—s=’ 
vs. Lakebreeze. 


BY RICHARD HENRY LITTLE. 

HE trial of Miss Ima  Lakebreeze, 
charged by Father Dearborn with dere- 
liction of duty, absence without leave, 
breach: of promise, and conspiracy to 
ruin the good name and fair fame of 
the defendant as being the possessor of the 
greatest summer resort in the world, took 
place in the Weather Bureau yesterday morn- 
ing with Judge Prog, the gifted weather shark, 
on the bench. Fears ~that the defendant 
would be mobbed by the excited citizens who

Father Dearborn first took the stand 
(and said he was 74 years old and naturally 
had always resided in Chicago, the city of 
which he was the presiding genius, reigning 
monarch, and legendary representative.

HIS perhaps is the one play of the Coburn 
Chicago repertory that does not fit its 
email sylvan. environment. At least 
“Blectra’s” grim, violent, and distress- 
ing story, though decorated with Prof. 
Murray's poetry, seemed out of place against a 
background of petty and pretty shrubbery like 
that which denotes the three walls of the stage 
in Scammon gardens. Something stark and tow- 
ering was needed to harmonize with the wails, 
the passions, and tbe blood-letting of the trag- 
edy. , Not much else was lacking, however, in 
the performance Friday evening, for the players 
acquitted themselves exeellently and again had 
the tribute of intelligent appreciation from a 
cultured audience.° Two admirable bits of act- 
ing graced, the play—the old servant of Aga- 
memnon, by Mr. Roydon Erlynne, who was an 
epitome of eager age, and Electra’s peasant hus- 
band, by Mr. Frank Peters. Both read the won- 
derful lines with fine effect, as did Mr. Edward 
Donnelley, who told the great story of Aegis- 
thus’ death with much exgited fervor of speech 
and movement. Mrs. Coburn, as BPlectra, evi- 
dently knew her task, but played the role as 
the lean, hectic, quivering slip of a girl imag- 
ined by Von Hofmannstah] rather than the 
stately, tragic figure of Euripides. One of the 
finest scenes in the performance was the initial 
one between Electrqa and the thrall. She en- 
tered with the strangely captivating mystery 
of the celibate whose celibacy is not that of 
the nun. He wishes to help her in her task as 
@ mere drawer of water, but she refuses with 
a lovely gratitude, turned for a moment by his 
kindness from cursing her father’s murderers. 
She will dree her own wierd. So they go forth, 
she to the fountain, he to the field, the princess 
in the peasant’s dress, the peasant with a 
prince’s chivalry. Sad it is that he is deserted 
in the end. 


> 

But Prof, Murray’s brilliant translation, with 
its exquisitely chosen diction and swing of 
sentences, had its best treatment from the 
players of the peasant and the old servant, 
though M. Coburn made music with that 
early speech which contains this passage—a 
specimen of the translation’s color and rythm: 

The grim 
Troy spoils gleam round her throne and by 
each hand 
Queens of the East, my 
stand, 
A cloud of Orient robes and tangling gold. 
Arid there upon the floor the blood, the old 
Black bead, yet crawls and cankers like a rot 
In the stone. : 

"Thus it may be that the audience's pleasure 
was derived from Prof. Murray's words rather 
than from interest in the story. It was this 
translation that reminded the initiated and in- 
formed the uninitiated that the Attic stage 
possessed at least one heroine who resembled 
the heroine of today’s advanced drama. 

It used to be the habit of the commentators 
who aped Schlegel to sneer at “sad Electra’s 
poet” with the epithets of mere rhetorician, 
decadent, sophist, and word splitter. The crit- 
ice from 1800 to 1870 vied with one another 
in their disparagement of him, contrasting his 
“quibbling” muse with the tragic profundity 
cf Aeschylus and the perfect art of Sophocles. 
A more rational criticism asks whether out of 
the whole evidence of antiquity we are*to se- 
lect only Aristophanes as our guide, and 
whether such an incident as that of the Athen- 
ian prisoners in the quarries of Syracuse, who 
relfeved their miseries by reciting Euripides, is 
not enough to prove the hold he had upon the 
mind of: the most cultivated democracy that 
the world has ever seen. “Euripides the 
human,” as Mrs. Browning afone of her gener- 
ation called him, is now known as the. most 
powerful influence in the establishment of a 
living connection between the modern drama 
and the classical.

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Not long before Prof. Murray’s work was 
made known, interest in “ Electra” had re- 
ceived another impulse from the French ver- 
sion of M. Poizat. Although that play fol- 
lows Sophocles, it is not alien to the modern 
spirit, and in Mme, Silvain the author is said 
to have found an incapable interpreter. It was 
first given at the Noveau theater, afterwards 
in the open’ air at Cautereto and the ThéAtre 
Francaise, and again amid the ruins of Tim-’ 
gad. Not long ago in New York Mrs.*Patrick 
Campbell produced Hoffmanntahl’s short pa- 
geant of barbaric passion, and the way was 
clear for Strauss with his tremendous orches- 
tral garniture to lift “ Electra” to the same 
plane with “ Salome.” 

The delightful interest shown by Friday even- 
ing’s audience in the play suggests that Mr. 
Coburn might prolong his visit here or make 
another later, presenting other translations by 
Prof. Murray of Greek tragedy. It is under- 
stood that he controls the rights to produce 
them in America, and the “ Medea,” for in- 
stance, would be well within his company’s 
scope. His performance of Orestes last even- 
ing was sensed with dignity and Mhuman suf- 
fering not ignobly borne,” though hig reading 
in this réle, as ih others, is marred a bit by 
an ecclesiastical habit of speech, sometimes 
monotonous.

The Raspberry. 


OTH for fragrance and flavor the red 
raspberry is a berry of berries. Its 
fragrance is as inimitable as that of @ 
gently sweet breeze and its flavor ab- 
solutely rare; but it is sad that this 

rose, too, has its thorn—a perfect pest of 
seeds. These seeds may indeed be a pest to 
people whose digestive organs are not in 
superlatively good health, and whose are? 
But even though we may not indulge as free- 
ly in the natural berry as we would like, we 
may get the refreshing and purifying quali- 
ties of this fruit by drinkthg the various 
sirups and “shrubs” made from it. P 
The currant .and raspberry, contempo 


ries in ripening, are often conjoined in jellies } 


and jams. The currant seems to make the 
raspberry stand up, as it were. 

Of late years there have beef found some 
recherché uses for the raspberry both as @ 
flavor and as a decoration. A raspberry ome- 


let is a pretty thing and any of the softer’ 


creams furnish a beautifully grateful bed 
for a decoration of these berries. 

The black raspberry has far less character 
and is less subtly 
than the red. White raspberry, once consié 
ered so dainty for candying, has mostly die 
appeared.

An old recipe for raspberry shrub is 
duced by the statement: “ Raspberry 
mixed with water is a pure, delicious 
for summer; and in a country where 
berries are abundant it is good economy to 
a, answer instead of port and Catalonia 
wine.’

Raspberry Shrub (new recipe).—Pour one 
quart cider vinegar over two quarts of red 
raspberries in a jar or crock and let it stand 
three days’, when mash and Strain, and to 
each pint of juice add one pound of sugar, 
Boil fwenty minutes, skimming well.

Quart of fine ripe raspberries allow a pound 
of best loaf sugar, powdered.

Then bofl | 
them in an uncovered porcelain kettlé, taking” 
off the scum carefully. When no more acne

‘CROP NEWS MARKET FACTOR 


Dominates Stocks on the New 
York Exchange. 


TRADING VOLUME LIMITED. 


Rain in Grain Growing States Brings 
. Quick Change. 


(NEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LEADER.]} 

New York, July 9.—[Special J—Crop news 
was the dominating influence last weék, but 
other factors contributed to the irregularity 
the stock market displayed. In addition to 
the uneasiness created by reports of severe 
damage to the corn crop, another cause of 
security market disturbance was found in the 
Moroccan developments, which were more in- 
fluential abroad, however, than in this mar- 
ket. 

Chief among the favorable incidents of the 
week was the excellent cotton report issued 


last Monday, which exceeded the expectations 


even of those who had been most hopeful re- 
garding the outlook for that crop. 


Limited Volume of Trading. 

Trading was at all timesin relatively limited 
volume, and this was true both on the deeline 
at midweek and on the later recovery. By 
the close of the week transactions had 
fallen to the smallest total recorded since 
last March.- The corn crop “scare” on 
Wednesday caused a sharp reaction in the 
general list, including most of the leading 
active issues, but the advent of rain in many 
of the grain growing states, as wel) as fur- 
ther precipitation in the cotton belt, re- 
ported the following day, brought an abrupt 
change in the position of the market, and 
prices rose as readily as they had declined. 

Perhaps the most noteworthy feature of 
the market was the limited amount of the 
buying and selling which brought about these 
changea,in prices. So nearly did advances 
and declines offset each other that the aver- 
quotation of the leading active issues, in- 
cluding railroads and industrials, showed 
little change at the end of the week. The 
former showed a small gain and the latter aq 
small loss. 

Interest in Bond Market. 

Particular interest attaches at this season 
to the course of the bond market because of 
the share the reinvestment demand plays 
in the absorption of securities. There was 
no increase in bond activity last week. 
though a slightly better tone appeared to 
be developing, suggesting a possible expan- 
sion in the demand for bonds’ later in: the 
month. Of the reinvestment demand itself, 
however, it is true that more and more each 
year investors anticipate their requirements 


‘and provide for the reinvestment of their 


semi-annual income from securitfts by pur- 
chases made in advance of the actual distri- 
bution of interest and dividend money.

Manufacturers Encouraged by 
Prospects of Busy Season. 


STEEL OUTLOOK GOOD, TOO. 


Rolling Mills Expected to Close for 
Re pairs Only Short Time. 


Bus'ness in finished lines of fron and stee! 
is showing a moderate but steady progress 
which is encouraging to the trade and leads 
to the belief that unless some unforeseen set- 
back occurs the steel business has set in on 
@ revival. which will last through the re- 
mainder of the year, free from the infhuehce 
of the freight rate and trust questions. 

Local rolling mills, both iron and steel, 
have shut down for annual repairs, but ac- 
cording to present indications they will re- 
main idle a much shorter time than was 
expected a month ago. 


Prices at Low Ebb. 

While there is no particular improvement 
in the pig iron trade of this section, there 
are indications that it is on the upward turn 
so far as tonnage sold and volume of in- 
quiry is concerned. Prices, however, are 
still at low ebb, as a result of the large 
amount of iron on hand and the conservative 
buying policy being followed. Considerable 
inquiry is belng made for malleable iron for 
delivery over the first half of next year. 

Fabricating contracts are increasing in 
volume and 8,845 tons of structural materia! 
will be required for contracts !et in the 
Chicago district during the week. Among 
the largest was that of the Federal Life 
Insurance company for a building to be 
erected in Chicago, which will require 1,368 
tons of steel. Worden-Allen received the 
contract. 

Rail Trade Good. 

The showing of new business in stee! ralls 
and track supplies is favorable. The lead- 
ing interest booked 40,000 tons last week, 
including one lot of 30,000 tons for shipment 
to Canada. 

A much better showing was made by the 
Chicago plate mills during June than that 
of May. The new @Oinch universal plate mill 
at Gary, Ind., was completed recently. It 
has an annual capacity of 240000 tonsa The 
market is generally firm, although there ig 
an occasional shading of prices on narrow 
plates. 

The Chicago market did more business in 
sheets during the month of June then it hag 
done during any preceding month of the 
year. 

Dealers in old material are feeling more 
optimistic than they have for some time and 
are beginning to talk of higher prices. Prices 
show practically no change.

Washington, D. C., July 9.—[Special.]— 
Congresaman James M. Graham of Illinois 
completed preparations tonight for the in- 
vestigation of the Controller bay, Alaska, 
affair by the house committee on expendi- 
tures in: the interior department, of which 
he is chairman. The inquiry will begin to- 
morrow morning, with Miss M. F. Abbott 
and Commissioner Dennett of the general 
land office as the first witnesses.

A protest against the hanging in Ontario 
of Angelina Napolitino, the Canadian wife 
who killed her husband anc’ whose death 
sentence was postponed indefinitely because 
of the expected birth of a chi, was made 
last night by the Women’s Trade Union 
league of Chicago at 331 South La Salle 
street. 

The protest will be sent at once to Sir Ailan 
B. Aylsworth, Dominion minigter of justice, 
at Ottawa. 

The women unionists recited detai's of the 
murder, reciting that the Canadian wife be- 
came so enraged at repeated injusiices by 
her husband, by his 'ndifference to the com- 
ing child, that she slew him with an ax ina 
spell of infuriation. 

The league also decided to open edcuca- 
tional classes for poor Jewish and Yalian 
girls, in charge of which Miss Agnes Aitken 
was appointed. A book to be published by 
the league will be the text work of these 
classes.
